So that it cannot- poſſibly terve 
for the Ordinary Acceſſion of Books, much leſs for that 
HS Rx arifing out of the Annual Revenue of- the Holtle 
2 Em EE. erected by Door Hacket, late Lord Biſhop of Lich-_ 
field and Coventry ; Nor indeed beſides the Weakneſs, ' is the Library of 
Capacity to receive many more Books. 7 g 
Wherefore the Maſter and Fe/ows being obliged to build a New One, 
judged the remoter End of: the Conrt, called Newils Conrt , the moſt pro- 
per and convenient place for it. And becaule it was neceſlary,that it ſhould 
bear proportion with the Greatneſsof the Hall ſtanding at the other End , ” 
and that the whole Court ſhould comprehend a decent and beautiful Space, 
they thought it would be beſt to carry on the Sides of Newils Conrt eight 
Arches farther 3 All which would not only anſwer the Necefhty and Con- 
venience- of this Co/ege, but alſo be a great Ornament to the Cniver- 
tz , and ſome Honor to the Kingdom. 

This Deſign, having largely contributed to it Themſelves,and having re- 
ceived great Encouragement from Pious and Generous Perſons their Bene- 
factors, (eſpecially from one perſon of Quality , formerly Fellow of the 
College) they preſently entred upons and through the Bleſhng of God 
they have already continued one Side of Newils Court _ tor thoſe eight 
Arches, and have raiſed up the Lzbrary it ſelf ſo far, as that the Floor 
above the Arches is now almoſt laid. - 5s 

And the Work being ſo happily begun and promoted , they intend, 
by the Divine Favor to proceed vigorouſly in it , and therefore do moſt 
earneſtly defire the Aſſiſtance of all Liberal Perſons, Favore:s of Learning, + ; 
and Lovers of Magnificent Building, and eſpecially of thote who have had. -- 

any Part of their Education in this Co/ege, or have any Relation to it; 
hoping they will upon this Occaſion expreſs their Aﬀettion toſuch worthy 
and SFr Entrepriſes. And out of a due ſenſe of the Kindneſs they ſhall 
ſhew, the Maſter and Fe/ows promiſe to manage thEthing with the greateſt 
care and diligence, and to Enroll their, Names among the Benefactors of 
the College, and to conveigh them down by Commemorations to Poſteri- 
ty with the greateſt Honor and Veneration. =
